bills amounting to about $300, incurred 
by IS men who were in Frankfort for 
some time before and at the time Gov- 
ernor Goebel was shot. In one of these 
receipts the name oJ the mulatto men- 
tioned is given. 
The receipt in this 


case is for money received from John 
Perkins by Bettlna Pittman for the 
board of three men. Perkins is a por- 
ter about the state house. 


A Doctor's Deposition. 


Louisville, Ky., March 21.—The dep- 


osition of Dr. J. N. McCormaclc of the 
stats board of health was taken con- 
cerning points raised in the pending 
case before the court of appeals in the 
contest for governorship. Dr. McCor- 
mack was in close attendance upon 
the late Governor Goebel from the 
time he was shot oa January 31 until 
his death on .February 3. He testified 
that he -was present both times the 
swearing in of the dying man as gov- 
ernor was goae through.
